Among her passengers was Mr. John 
Callbreath, of the well-known trading 
firm of Callbreath, Grant & Cook, 
of Cassiar. Mr. Callbreath is ex- 
pected to come over to Victoria this eve- 
ning. Mr. W. E. (ioorgo, from Juneau, 
and Mr. Chnciuet, from Wraiigel, also 
came down. Mr. (ioorgo arrived in this 
city by tlio Sound stoanier isst evening, 
and reports that tho weather is exception- 
ally mild in Alaska, but little snow having 
fallen. There was tittle or no news, all 
being quiet when he left Juneau, and 
mining operations wore at a standstill, 
with tho exception of tho quartz crushing 
at tho Troadwell mine. Between COO and 
700 tons of ore were crushed at this mine 
daily, the yield being about $8 to tho ton. 

Some eastern fishermen havo arrived in 
the territory to engage in the cod fisheries, 
and had already commenced shipping 
some of the cod cast. In the hear future 
this industry is expected tO ttSBUine largo 
proportions.

Ill commetiting on tliu proceedings of the 
last two days, and particularly of to-day, 
the Full M<(ll f.tazette says the case of tho 
Times binges (.n the question of Pigott's 
voracity, whether he is or ia not a witness 
of high chiiriicter, and wliatover Ins char- 
acter, wlietlier liis recmxl justifies tho 
blindfold acceptance of his unsupported 
testimony. Neither Messrs. Soamea, Mo- 
Donald, nor Houston, the Gazette says, 
knows anything about the origin of the let- 
ter and thesituation is ainiply this: Pigott's 
word against that of every ono else. It is 
the iiniverKal opinion tlmf AIcDonald's 
leBlinKiiiy i.s not only very weak, hut ex- 
tremely ridiculous; and not even tho most 
advanced Tories will admit tiiat to-duy's 
testimony is conclusive as establishing the 
geiiuiueiiesa of the letters on the veracity 
of their sponsors.

"OPIUM AND COOLIES," 

A Chicago Newspaper Man Visits Victoria to 
Euaiilro Into Opium Sniug:gling, 

On February 6th, a six-column article 
on "Opium and Coolies," appeared in the 
Chicago Tribune, with numerous illustra- 
tions, including a sketch of Victoria Har- 
bor, Bow Yuen & Co's. store, portraits of 
"LaBelle" and "Boss Harris," etc. The 
article was forwarded by the 2Vi6n(ie cor- 
respondent, C. E. Chapin, who was at the 
Driard a couple of weeks ago, and stated^ 
his sole visit here was for his liealth. A 
portrait is also given of Jim MoHale, 
government detective — "Our Jim," of 
ono of the lowest quarters of Chicago, and 
formerly a member of the Illinois legisla- 
ture, and a ward politician of tho "holy 
terror" stripe. 

After reviewing the wholo question of 
opium smuggling, coolie labor, and smug- 
gling of Chinese, the writer reproduces 
interviews and descriptions of various in- 
dividuals known to bo engaged in smug- 
gling practicoa. Of course, with the usual 
latitude of Chicago press men, ho has 
drawn very much on his imagination for 
the subject matter, which, however, is 
very readable, and, if reproduced, 
would bo most interesting to tho 
several characters who are now resident 
in Victoria. LaBelle is interviewed and 
tells some startling things in connection 
with tho " ring " tliat ia auppocod to be 
formed for tho purposes of " exporting" 
opium. Detective McHale comes in for 
a largo sliare of tho praise for unearthing 
the recent developments in opium smug- 
gling, and it ia said he is after several 
other individuals. The yacht Halcyon 
is said to be engaged in smuggling opium, 
and it is tdso stated that she made a 
recent triji with a cargo from this port. 
However this may be, it is well-known 
that last season she was on a sealing 
cruise, and this year will make another 
trip. In this, as iu many other instances, . 
tho correspondent has monkeyed with the 
facts. 

Referring to Victorin |-,ho writer says; — 
Victoria, by tiic way, is a charming 
place, ciiiiimaiuliiig a magnificent view of 
tho Pacilie ocean mid tlie lofty jieaks of 
the Olympian mountains that slope down 
to tho water's edge in Washington Terri- 
tory, fifty miles away. The climate now , 
is like Juno weather in Chicago, and al- 
though snow is visible on the mountain 
tops the year round none falls hero. It is 
tho capital of British Columbia, head- 
quarters for the Pacific squadron of the 
Britisii navy and tho seal fishing fleet, 
and has a population of about 15,000. 
Some of the buildings and private resi- 
dences aro strikingly grand and there is 
now in oouise of construction a residence 
that is fully as elaborate and costly aa 
Potter PAlmor's. The city is especially 
noted for its wealth, and ono does not 
wonder at it if iill the rich men got their 
money as o.i.sily as tho smugglors do. Tho 
richest man in the ' oivn is a Sootclmiaii 
named Robert Dunsmuir. Ho is not a 
smuggler and he does not need to be, 
for ho owns an apparently inexhaustible 
coal mine that turns out 2,000 tons a day. 
The coal costs him 82 a ton. to mine, and 
lie sells it for $10. Hois the. person who 
is building the big house. 



A MONTRBAL BLIZZARD. 

Railroad Travel Deraorallred— Trains Snowed 
Under, and Several People Beportsd 
Frozen to Death. 

MoNTHBAL, Fob. 14. — The blizzard 

whicii started Ifist niglit, and is still rag- 
ing, is tlie woi-hI of this seaEoii. The 
snowfall has not been vory heavy, but tlie 
wind is terrific and drifts tho snow, mak- 
ing tha travel exceedingly difficult in the 
citioR, while in the outlying diBtricts it is 
totally cut off. Railroad travel is tho- 
roughly demoralized. Outgoing trains 
are cancelled, and incoming are liid away 
in snowdrifts, ntnuu iiaving been reported 
and others not. Several people are re- 
ported frozen to death.

When discussing the resolution of the 
School Trustees on Thursday evening, 

Aldennaii Vitjelius said tliat 

" 'J'lio ( Jiiveriiineiit liiiil iiiipnsud a 
liroviiicial tax wiiioli was in reality for the 
Bupport of schools^ If tlie cit}- were 
tiUowud to culleot the tax they would he 
rtblo and willinij to support tlio bcIkjoIs." 

Tlio wortliy nldcrmaii when ho made 
tho proijosal must, wo tliiuk, have spoken 
uiiadviaudly. If the ( iovcninuMiC took 
him at hid word he would luid that the 
sum which tlio law now requires tho city 
to pay would ■ bo n tritio coinparod with 
what it would then hare to raise for the 
support of the schools. 

The amount of provincial tax collected 
by the Government last year in Victoria 
was §7,284-. The schools of the city cost 
tho Governmeut in tho same year §23,153. 
Next year, if all tho iiiiprovomoiits asked 
for arc granted, tlio expense of niaiutuin- 
ing the schools will ho eoiisiuoral)ly moro 
thiin this. >.'i)t .less, wu should .say, than 
825,000 or 8-0,000. .Mr. Vicjelius must 
see that tho provincial tax would yo hut 
very short way towards uialcing up this 
Bum. , 

^Vhen the amount which Victoria pays 
to the general revenue of the provinco is 
considered, no fair-minded oitizeu will, 
. we think, con.sidor it unreasonable to ask 
it to contribute a comparntivuly small 
•urn towards tlio mainteimnco of its 
■choola.

A good deal has been said of this favor 
shown to cnuul ry dihiiici.^. at tlie exjicn.io 
of the cities. Hut ir can be deinojistrated 
that some of these iiistricis pay a very 
largo Ruin in propi rtiou to the school ad- 
vantages they onjoy. There are, for in- 
■tanco, the Lillooet, Kooteney and Cariboo 
districts. There was raised iu these dis- 
tricts last year, in tho shape of direct pro- 
vincial ta.xefi, IS. iri2, and tho oxpcndi-

The 
unrensonablenessandtheunfairnesi of the 
present rottrictiona ss regards lawyers in 
U'ood standing from tho other provinces 
must strike every imiiartial aud intelli- 
■j;ent observer. We ahmild think that the 
luumbers of tho Pruviticial Bar theaiaolves 
niustaeo that tho loiiiporary exclusion of 
gentleuieu, who are in uU respects their 
ecluala, is illiberal and really serves no 
good purpose. It seems to us that if the 
members of the Law Society took this 
matter up and diiousaed it among them- 
selves, thoy would come to a conclusion 
which would take from the province the 
reproach of narrowness in this matter. 
Thoy might take all tlieprecautious neces- 
nary to exclude unworthy and incapable 
inombura of tho profoaiion, and still leave 
tho door open for tlio admission of those 
that are worthy and capable. No one 
wants to see men who, by their miscon- 
iluct or their incapacity were dis- 
credited in their own province, 
pitchforked into the profoaaion 
in British Columbia. lint nisans much 
more eli'eetive tlian a year's rcsideiieo are 
necessary to keep such men outside the 
ISar of the Province. Let aueli ineaua be 
devised and put in fi;rcc strictly aud iui- 
[lartiallj'. Hut it ia the reverse of iaiv to 
treat the deserving aud the uiidesurviiig 
alike. The Law Sucioty could with great 
propriety suggest regulations for thu hd- 
mission of lawyers from the other pro- 
N-inces to the Bar of this province which 
would effectually exclude not for a year 
Miily, but for as hnii; as might be consider- 
ed iitoessary, men who on eni|uiry were 
fi lund to be unworthy or incapable; and 
ive are (|uite sure that the Legislature, as 
Imig as no iujustico was done to men of 
good character ;iiid fair [irofe.ssioiial 
uandiiig, would readily adopt their sug- 
■^'estions. It would bo the proper and tho 
graceful thing for tho British Columbia 
Bar to take the initiative in this business 
and show that it is not from jealousy or 
any other unworthy motive that restric- 
tions are placed in the way of lawyers 
from the other provinces becoming, mem- 
oers of the legal profession in British 
Columbia. 



FntK\f ACROSS THE LINE. 

It is very hard to make the Americans 
believe that thoro is not a large and influ- 
eiitial party in Canada which favors an- 
nexation to the United States. They 
iimot bo convinced that people who talk 
so much and so loudly are not strong in 
uumbors. Thu San Francisco Clirunide 
of the 11th inst. says: "Tliert- in abun- 
dant evidence that the leaven of political 
•anion is working in Canada, and the indi- 
cations are very clear that tho question 
u ill shortly boa leading issuo in Canadian 
[lolitics." The observer must be a singu- 
lar judge of indications who, when he sees 
men of every shade of political opinion 
energetically and indignantly denying that 
they favor annexation, concludes that ad- 
vricates of political union with the United 
.States are numerous and influential, 
riioir eager repudiation of annexationist 
liroclivities ia a sure sign that they feel the 
aniiexatioiiiata to be both weak aa to nuin- 
lier."i and unpopular. Thia ia the ease. 
I hero is not a constituency in Canada in 
.vhich an open profesaioii of annoiationist 
sentiment would not cause the political 
(loath of the man who made it. Thoro 
amy be men iu public life who believe 
that Canada is drifting towards union 
.vith the United States, but 
they take good care to keep 
their opinions to tlieinaclves or to give 
oxiirossion to tlicni in the presence of a 
few trusted friends only. Hut if any 
Can.idian anywhere opoidy declared tli.i.t 
it was the object of his lifo to bring about 
annexation and that ho is working to 
achieve that result, ho would bo hooted 
from the platform, and it would be mad- 
ness for him to offer himself as a candidate 
for any representative position. Any 
intelligent American who visits Canada 
and mingles freely with the people will 
not read the signs us the Chronicle does. 

Our Californian contemporary, although 
it is not able to guage Canadian public 
opinion correctly, may bo regarded as a 
reliablu authority when it tells us how 
this f(Ucatioii of the annexation of Canada 
ajipears from an AiiLericoi's point of view. 
It tells us tliat tin; Ameiie.ins aro oppoaod 
to unrest rietud recipnicity or commercial 
nnicm, and it also believes that jiolitical 
union would follow commercial unioti 
''almost as a matter of coui'so." It sees 
in every Canadian advocate of unrestricted 
reciprocity a possible or rather a probable 
annexationist. This is how matters in 
Canada appear to this observer in Cali- 
fornia : — 

'* Tho situation, in case i>! a Liberal vic- 
tory, would bo aomotliing like this. That 
l>arty would go into power on a platform 
(jf unrastricted reciprocity aud'closecom- 
nufrcial union with tlie I'nitcd States. 
Until isHuretlial the Uepubliean parly 
intlu! I'liitcd States, which will be tho 
dominant party for tho next four years, 
will not onturtain tho proposition of com- 
mercial union unless it ho preceded or ac- 
companied by political union, for wo have 
nothing whatever to gain by commercial 
union alone. Wlint then occurs ? 'J'lio 
Liberals must make a eliango in their 
policy or restoro tho government to tho 
ConH(u vativi'.i; and no change is possible 
i^xetipt to substitute political for commer- 
cial union. 

"There can bu no question but that the 
sontinient in favor of coming into the 
.American Union is gaining ground in 
Canada, The ties which hold ihe Domin- 
ion to tireat 15rit,ain are growing weaker 
and weaker every niontli and every year, 
.and tho alightcHt uHbrt on the part of tho 
people would snap tiiein asunder. All 
tho United States has to do, and all that 
she ought to do, is to kee|) still, only re- 
fusing to grant reciprocity to Canada, and 
natural and inovitabio laws will bring the 
Dominion into tho Rpublio in duo course 
of time." 



TEE SAMOAN EMBROGLIU. 

It turns out after all that there was no 
agreement between (Germany, the United 
States and Great Britain to preserve the 
autonomy of tho Samoan Islands. There 
were cosiforoncea in Wnahiugton during 
tho summer of 1887 about >Samoa in 
which the ropreaontativea of tho three 
powers took part, but no detiiiitu conclu- 
sion was come to. Germany wanted one 
thing and the United States wanted an- 
other, and tho representative of Greiat 
Britain, Sir Lionel SackTille ' West!,' sided' 
rather with Germany than' with the United 
States. But no definite agreoniont was 
arrived at. Neither of tho powers was 
committed to any lino of action. The 
United States was desirous to leaving tho 
Samoana to nianngo their own afTaira, but 
Alvcnsleben, tho German Minister, 
farorod ostablialiinga foreign protectorate, 
(iormany, of course, to be the protector. 
To Ihis'the'-Aiiiericaii Miuisdef would not 
consent, aiid ' tbct conference adjourned iu 
order that protocols might be submitted 
to the English and German Governments, 
and definite instructions given by which 
an agreement might bo roaohod. This was 
the position of affairs whon the troubles 
about which so much has been 
heard arose. Germany, while a settle- 
ment was ponding, might have acted with 
moro moderation, but it cannot bo said 
that it violated any agreement by inter- 
fering AS it did with the affiiirs of the 
Samoans. The conference propBsed by 
Bismarck is but a continuance of the 
Washington conference. Before that 
conforonco moots matters in Samoa may 
have taken a very different aspect from 
that which they boru in the summer of 
18S7. If Germany succeeds iu getting a 
footing on thu Islands it ia not likely that 
it will he easily persuaded to recodo. Bia- 
luarck is excoodiugly tenacious; what ho 
once seizes he ia not very willing to let 
go. It is evident if matters are as thoy 
are now represented, that the United 
States has no grounds for going to war 
with Germany about Samoa. Tho Ger- 
man Government never proiniBod not to 
interfere in the affairs of that country, 
and tho I'nited States does not appear to 
bo under any obligation to preserve the 
iudopondonco of Samoa. Aiauraiiccs ap- 
pear to have been made to the uiifortnn- 
ato Malietoa by both tho Americ.in and 
British representatives, but whether or 
not they amounted to a guarantee of in- 
dependence does not appear. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Wb aro a little surprised to see the organ 
of the Opposition, which professes to be 
liberal, endorsing the twaddle uttered by 
IMr. Bole, in the House of Assembly, 
about freo trado in lawyers. There is no 
analogy whatever between free trade and 
tho principlo of the measure introduced 
by Mr. lliggins. That gentleman did no*; 
propose to admit either Aiuorican or 
.lapanese lawyers to the Bar of British 
Columbia. All that ho tried to do was to 
take away the restrictions which are 
placed iu the way of capable Canadian 
lawyers, of good character. This is not 
free trade at all, but is consistent with 
[irotoction of the strictest kind. There is 
no protectionist in British Columbia who 
is BO narrow in his ideas, and so unpatri- 
otic, as to wish to place restrictions in tho 
w.'iy of goods from Manitoba or Ontario 
entering this provinco. Such goods, un- 
der our protective system, are as freo to 
cinno here aa the wind that blows. Bub 
Mr. Bole is moro protectionist than tho 
Finance Minister. He would raise a 
wall round each province that no law- 
yer from any of the others could get over 
without waiting a year and going through 
any number of exi^min&tions and formali- 
ties. Mr. Bole will, by and by, bo mov- 
ing to e.tclude Victoria lawyers from 
\\'i;atmin8tor. Ho evidently does not 
know what either free trade or protection 
nie^ns. Mr. Uiggins' measure was strictly 
protectionist.

Grand and Bemarkable Traces ot 
Ketturo's Powerful Bnsinery. 

At tbo American Institute of Instruction 
at Newppctt R. Li a lecture. was given by 
Uou. 'J^ames'i-W: Patterson, Siatis Suporin- 
tcndcnt of Public Instructioa of Kew Hamp- 
Bliire, upon "A Trip Among' the Glaciers." 
Jlr. Futlci'son said: 

11 wo BO fortli Into our fields andpasturee, 
lie began, wo see roolcs andT-'bowIders scat- 
loi-od promiscuously and in countless uum- 
1)01-8, which' have 'been' transported from ' 
their original. bods by some Riant force 
tvliich dominated the world in a primiilvo 
ng^c, but uulmown since the historic poriod. 
Ir ill our nortborn latitudes we lay bare tlio 
iiaiil^s of the mountains we find Uie under- 
lying ledges uU ground and polished by 
Home powerful enginery of nature, which - 
has passed down tholr naked sides, plow- 
ing at uitervals parallel furrows in their 
tough and unyielding surface. Evo^}^\•her(! 
ov^r our northern' hemisphere the Titanic 
workers of the olden time have dumped 
their weighty burdens of drift above iiie 
stratiBed deposits of a yet earlier ix.-riod, 
and tbo heterogenous masses of mingled 
dirt, trriivel mid tjowlders found among our 
iiKHintains mid stretching east and west 
uloiig our temperate zone all point to a time 
when glaciers, like those Of Greenland, 
moved over our continent and sent their 
luiglity bergs into the soa. But whence 
cumo this power* and whither has it g^ne? 
is the question which aaturaUy comes to 
every lip. There are. abundant reasons to 
believe . that this fflacial force is periodic, 
liico so many other of the operations of nat- 
ure. 

iSeveral.theitMos have been propounded at 
different times to account for the periodicity 
of glacial action. That of Croll, which ac- 
counts for the varying mean temperature of 
the earth by the revolutions of the seasons 
around the earth's orbit and the changing 
eccentricity of the orbit itself, seems to bo 
the most rational. Winter at aphelion must 
be lonKor and colder than winter at pori- 
lielioii, and the variatipn must increase with 
the iiiei'eose of the eccentricity of the orbit, 
and with tho increase of the inclination of 
the fixia of the earth to tlio plaue of its 
orliit. 

Our modern glacier.'; nro produced liiie the 
oiiciciit, by a low temperature uctiLig upon 
tlie inoisiurc of the atmns|)lu!re. 

TliC (.illy after reaching tlie valley three of 
lis Americans delermiiiod to inako the as- 
<'c!it of ilont IJlanc. Ucving seciircil live 
t>u■iM:^ puiilcs we wore accoutcred, accord- 
ing to directions, with heavy shoes having 
.•-liiirp ppikcs in tlie sole;, and liools, and 
ivith Iniskiiis around our lower limbs. 
y.ixi h man was armed with a long allien- 
Hiock having a strong steel sjiike in one end. 
'I'lic guiUe.i took with them an alpeii axe and 
11 coil »i' strong rope, witli leathern belts at- 
tachcii 111 intervals of aboutcight feet apart. 
'J'iiiis prepared wo started on our trip up the 
glacier, 

I'lir a time tho ascent was easy and wo 
liad little trouble. But after advancing 
tioiiio di.staiu:o wo began to encounter long 
c racks or fissures in the ice, which we wero

As we advanced the openings or crevasses 
became wider and more hazardous to pass. 
A: leiiglli we came to one live feet wide and 
ilc.sccnding to an unl;nown dejith. Our 
leader stopped and buckled one of tho 
lie.ivy bells uljout liis waist and passed the 
ne.xi to me. I laslened this about myself and 
haiuh'd the third to the second guide, and 
he to lUe next till we wore all harnessed or 
lupcd logeihcr. Thus prepared the fore- 
most guide placed himself upon llie edge of 
Ilu; d'evar-se, aildgiviiiga spring weiilever.

This was a 
perilous spot, and we watched our leader 
With Intense anxiety. Sloving up to the 
edge Cautiously lie out a place tor his foot 
with bis alpon axe andtbon,pnltiiig hinisoH' 
in u position, gave a spring, and falling flat 
ui>on tho ice arrested ids progress and 
Hwnited our coming one by one in the samo 
wanner. On reaching our hotel we found 
the nervous strain had been a severe one, 
but were ready the next morning for the 
Mor do Glace. Wo went on foot and willi- 
oiit guides to tho Moiitouvort, and thenee 
descended to tho glacier, which wo crossed 
und recrossed and studied with great care. 

The origin of glaciers is easily undor- 
r<tooil, but it is d^^cult to account satisfac- 
tiirily for some of tfaoh^ phenomena. On 
the south side of tho Alps we find the 
»now lino about eight thousand feet above 
the sea. All moisture above the line, it la 
evident, must bo condensed n,nd reach tho 
itnairitain surface as crystnllzed or granu- 
l;iiKl snow or us hail. When the steep 
sides of these lofty heights become over- 
load. ■(! with snow. It puslies down of its own 
weight, iiuj soiiiidiiiies ilescends three 
llioasaiid fect below I lie frost liu' into the 
deep viUloVh bulow.

Whenever the glacier leaps suddenly 
down'w'ar'd in its track, it is broKen up by it s 
own weight. The lateral crevices are 
ruused by the strain put upon tho ice by tho 
luieigual movomont of the sides und tliu 
renter of the glacier, and asthocracks open 
at rig-hl angles to the line of greatest ten- 
sion they generally curve upward, the con- 
vexity being up the stream. During tho beul 
of tho summer it is a common thing to see 
one or more broolts coursing along the sur- 
face of the glacier and dropping into lUsurcs, 
which they molt into the form of deep wells. 
This water passes down to tlie bottom of tiie 
glacier, andi mingling with the rock which 
has been ground up by the friction between 
the ice and its bed, issues at tho lower end 
in a turbid stream, which being drunh by 
the people produces the strong tendency to 
the goiter so common in some of the can- 
tons. 

Moraines are produced by tho falling of 
dirt and stones from tho cliffs ujioii the 
aides of the glacier. These arc called lateral 
moraines, but whore two glaciers unite to 
form a third, as in tho case of the Mer do 
tilace, two lateral moraines combine and 
form a largo medial moraine. This material 
is all borne on together as the glacier ad- 
vances, and is dropped off at the lower eiel 
forming tho terminal moraine. Tiiese iiio 
raines scattered over new Kuglaiid arotlii^ 
evidences of former glacial action in thin 
nurl of the country. 

Sometimes a large, flat bowlder falling 
upon the ice prevents it molting beneath, 
nud we have the phenomenon of an ice 
pillar.

Conference Bstween a OepnteUon horn the. 
City Conncll and ttat Jabllee Uos- 

pUal Board. 

Yeatordny nmrning thognnernl commit- 
tee ef the Jubilee Hospital asoemblod in 
tho Board of Trade rooms to confer with 
a deputation from the city council in re- 
spect to the erection of a quarantine hos- 
pital on the grounds of the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. 

Mayo- Grant and Dr. Milne, oi^ health 

ofhcor, n|)poared on behalf of the council, 
and tho following members of the hospital 
committee were iu attendance. Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease, R. P. Rithet, Jno. Teague, 
J. H. Todd, Clms. Hayward, D. M. 
Eberts, Dr. McNaughton Jones, J. Stuart 
Yates, Joshua Davios, Alex Wilson, W. 
M. Chudloy, .James Fell and others. ' 

In tho absoiicu of the president, Mr. 
Jamos Fell was voted to the chair. 

Mayor Grant explained that the object 
of Dr. Milne and himself was to ascertain 
froin the committee of the Jubilee Hospi- 
tal, if they had any intention of erecting 
and maintaining a sejiarato hospital for 
small-pox patients, and if such was the 
intention, to ascertain if the council could 
make arrangemontg with the committee 
for the admittance of city patients, in 
which rase some agreement might bo 
made whereby the city would cnntributo a 
yearly sum towards the maintenance of 
tho quarantine hospital, and probably vote 
a sum towards the construction of tho 
.Jubilee Hoapiul, But before this could 
be legally done, power would have to bo 
obtained ironi tho Legislature. 

Dr. Milne said althongh public opinion 
was opposed to having a quarantine hos- 
pital on the grounds, therei could be no 
objectionlrom a medical standpoint. The 
proposed hospittd, being intended merely 
for small-pox and otiier contagious dis- 
eases, would bu seldom in use. 

Dr. JlcNaugliton .Jones said the main 
qiiestiuii was: la it desirable to have 
amallpoi patients inside the Jubilee Hos- 
Iiital grounds at alU 

Mr, J. H. Todd understood it was tho 
general proctice to have quarantine ho«- 
pitals isolated, 

Mr. Rithet said common souse dictated 
that the two hospitid.i should bo discon- 
ntcted. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson was strongly opposed 
to having a siiiidlpux hospital on the same 
grounds. To erect a quarantine hospital 
there would also affect tlie property in the 
neiijhborhood, and there is now a likeli- 
hood of that portion of the city being built 
up rapidly. 

Mr. Justice Crease said tho general 
feeling (jf the community was against hav- 
ing a qiiaraiitme hospital in suoh close 
proximity to the general hospital, and the 
proposition should not for one moment bo 
entertained. It would be in opposition to 
the wishes of the people, and would un- 
doubtedly depreciate tho value of the 
surrounding property. 

Mr. Fell was also opposed to tho schame. 
He said it would bo tho means of driving 
away paying [iiitients from the Jubilee 
Hosintal, as those who could aflFord it 
would certainly not pay for treatment in 
an hospital when infectious diseases were 
treated close by. But although tho pro- 
position could not be eiitortainod, it need 
not deter the civic board from giving 
what assistance wis in their power, as tho 
citizens wmdd like to see hearty support 
given to tho Jubilee Hospital. 

On motion of Mr. Rithet, seconded by 
Mr. Alex. Wilson, the Board decided that 
the proposition to erect a small-pox hos- 
pital on the girounds coidd not be enter- 
tained. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson the consider- 
ation uf the ilruft bill for the regulation 
of the hospital was adjourned for one 
week.
